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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant is urging a narrower interpretation of claims 1 and 8 that is warranted by the claim language. The term "starting torque" is not 
limited to the specific operation argued. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Regarding the issue of inherency: 

n [T]he PTO can require an applicant to prove that the prior art products do not necessarily or inherently possess the characteristics of his 
[or her] claimed product. Whether the rejection is based on inherency' under 35 U.S.C. 102, on prima facie obviousness' under 35 U.S.C 
103, jointly or alternatively, the burden of proof is the same.. .[footnote omitted]." The burden of proof is similar to that required with respec 
to product-by-process claims. In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 70, 205 USPQ 594, 596 (CCPA 1980) (quoting In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 
1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433-34 (CCPA 1977)). 

The argument that, in Shimasaka et al, a starting torque of the engine from the engine stopped state is different from the torque of the 
engine from the engine idling state is unsupported by evidence. Objective evidence which must be factually supported by an appropriate 
affidavit or declaration to be of probative value includes evidence of unexpected results, commercial success, solution of a long-felt need, 
inoperability of the prior art, invention before the date of the reference, and allegations that the author(s) of the prior art derived the 
disclosed subject matter from the applicant. See, for example, In re De Blauwe, 736 F.2d 699, 705, 222 USPQ 191, 196 (Fed. Cir. 1984). 
The arguments of counsel cannot take the place of evidence in the record. In re Schulze, 346 F.2d 600, 602, 145 USPQ 716, 718 (CCPA
